W ASHINGTON (AP)—It cost the Soviet Union half a 
billion dollars to invade Czechoslovakia. U.S. officials believe, 
and the expense of occupation is going to drive the price of 
intervention even higher. 
Officials said the $500 million figure is an educated guess 
th a t represents only the cost of the preparation and the actual 
invasion itself last Aug. 21. 
Until it is clear how many Soviet troops are going to stay in 
Czechoslovakia and how long, officials say it will be impossible 
to p u t a price tag on the overall venture. 
Experts also think Soviet agricultural production was hurt 
when the Russians and their Warsaw Pact allies rolled across 
Czech frontiers to pu t an end to the political liberalism of the 
Prague governm ent. 
Large n um bers of reservists had been mobilized for pact 
maneuvers before the invasion and were kept in uniform until 
well after, causing many soldiers to miss harvest time.

Highway Funds Allocated

has apportioned $5.52 billion in federal-aid highway funds to 
the 50 states for th e year starting next July I. 
The allocations, authorized by Congress last sum mer, total 
about $775 million more than was m ade available for the 
current year, th e d epartm ent announced Wednesday. 
The bulk o f the new funds-$4 billion is earm arked for 
expansion o f the interstate highway system for which the 
federal governm ent pays 90 per cent of the cost. 
More than 26.000 miles of the projected 41,000-mile interstate 
system is now o pen for traffic.

secondary and urban highways totals $1.22 billion, an increase 
of $225 million over this year’s total. U nder these programs, 
most states m atch federal grants on a 50 50 basis. 
The fiscal 1970 allocations raise to $59.5 billion the total of 
federal highway aid to the states since 1916. Much of the 
financial assistance has com e since 1956. The programs are 
financed th rough the highway trust fund from federal taxes on 
highway users. 


Farm Profits Shrink Again

T he squeeze on farm profits grew 
tighter the past m on th as average prices for products fanners 
sell declined and their costs, rose, the Agriculture D epartm ent 
reported W ednesday. 
Lower prices for hogs and eggs contributed most to the 
drop in the d e p a rtm e n t’s price index, which was 262 per cent of 
the 1910-14 base 
period, com pared with 267 per cent in 
m idSeptem ber. 
The report, for the m o nth ended Oct. 16, also showed 
farmers had to pay a record 358 per cent of the base period for 
goods and services used in their production com pared with the 
previous high of 355 per cent set a m o n th earlier. 
The d e p a rtm e n t’s report followed by only a few hours an 
announcem ent by Agriculture Secretary Orville L. I* reeman 
th a t net farm incom e this year is expected to be m ore than $15 
billion, fou rth highest in history. 
D epartm ent officials see no conflict in rising net income 
and the tighter price situation since increased production on 
virtually all fro n ts have contributed heavily to total sales. Also, 
officials assert, strong livestock prices through m ost o f this 
year, along w ith increased o u tp u t have been a boost. 
T he repo rt showed th at average hog prices dropped about 
$1.60 a hundredw eight during the m o nth, while beef cattle were 
off 50 cents. Prices farmers received for eggs dropped 12 per 
cent from m id-Septem ber to 37.6 cents a dozen.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Back of the growing Saigon-Washington confidence over the 
Vietnam w ar is a report made by Truong Chinh. second after 
Ho Chi Minh in the Hanoi politiburo. to a conference of 
cadres. 
This report is now being studied at the highest levels of 
government. 
Truong Chinh laid it on the line. He admitted serious fail­ 
ures in the south. More significantly, he outlined serious and 
growing problems in the north. Rem em ber, this is one of the 
three top Communists in Hanoi talking about his own m anage­ 
ment. 
Says Truong Chinh: 
. . since the beginning of the U.S. w ar of destruction over 
the northern p art of our country, the m anagem ent of economy 
and of the m ark et has been somewhat amiss. . . . 
“ The rather widespread situation of corruption . . . in pro­ 
duction and distribution has affected the co-operative m em ­ 
b e rs’ active spirit of production . . . 
“ Taking advantage of the w ar . . . a number of persons in 
the old exploiting classes and speculators have resumed their 
activities and exploited the workers . . . speculating rowdies 
have colluded with . . . aberrant elements in state organs 
and enterprises to steal raw m aterial, m aterial supplies and 
goods of the state to sell on the free m arket with a high price, 
thus, to a certain extent, upsetting the market. 
“ We must prevent all schemes of changing land and prop­ 
erty of collective ownership into private property of collective 
m em bers’ families . . 
. . the spontaneous character of small producers again 
had an opportunity to develop. . . . The management of land 
under collective ownership has run into deviations and errors. 
(In the oblique language of the party, this means farmers and 
small household manufacturers are bucking the co-operatives 
and operating their own illegal private enterprises in defiance 
of the government, thus weakening Hanoi’s authority and 
control.) 
“ . . . In the parts of our country, the struggle between the 
socialist path and the capitalist path is still going on.” 
What Truong Chinh says is backed up by information this 
reporter has received through friends in Hong Kong with 
North Vietnamese contacts. They write that travelers in rural 
North Vietnam have reported that the decentralization in 
government functions, the breakdown in communications and 
the split-up of factories forced by the extensive U.S. bomb­ 
ings, caused a serious weakening of controls, confidence and 
authority throughout the countryside. 
These observers also reported widespread corruption. Offi­ 
cial rice collectors regularly were selling part of the govern­ 
ment rice on the black m arkets for personal profit. Officials 
used state property for private gain. Factory m anagers turned 
in lower-than-actual production figures, sold their excess on 
the open m arket in co-operation with local party cadres. 
In some areas, numbers of farm ers were refusing to join 
the collective farm s, send their children to the government 
schools or attend Communist-sponsored meetings They made
